+ are west of the Mississippi,then mail your roports to the Wesborn DX 
Editor. 

Up to now we have becn refering th DX reports of tho SKIP, SCATTER, 
(4S) and TROPS,nature, you will notice there are columns in the 
bulletin dealing with othor aspects of TV-DX. After looking over 
these columns, you may fool you have data that some of these other od- 
itors can use. Of course your submission will be wolcomed and your 
data will be used whenever practical. The AIPA runs monthly two add- 
itional columns waich you won't find in this months issuce One is 
IDX colum which doals with forcicn DX logsing=F2 reception and prop- 
agation predictions, Gordon Simkin the IDK Editor is currently in the 
procces of moving, but will tc back with his intcresting colum soon. 
The other column is tho CCI Colum, It dcals with the identification 
of unknown DX,of program or test pattorn nature. This format will be 
back goon also. 

It should be known however that in order to bo an AIPA momber in 
good standing,monthiy reports,or any 2t all are not required. However 
if you have something to pass onto us please fecl free to do so. The 
bullotin.is only as good as cvoryonc makes ite 

Again on the subject of renorting DX.. wo havo available free of 
charge a report form or shoct which makes it casy to report your DX, 
savos you the bothor of letters to the oditor. It's very oasy to fill 
out.(you don't havo to fill it out ontircly if desircd).This form is 
mailoa along with the monthly bulleting If you want to bo on tho 
Report: Form List just drop mc a lino, name & address. 

We hope this above information has becn helpful to you,and that
